The work done by the public health 


nurses in the province, constitutes one/ 


of the bright pases in the history of 
health progress in Alberta. In spexk- 
ing of this work. distinctlon must b> 
drawn between the public health nur- 
®es and the district nurses, the public 
heaith nurses being those who are 
assigned to districts in the more s@'- 
tied parts of the provinces for the pur- 
pose of carrying on general health 
work, the district nusnws ve.ilg nose 
who are sent into the remote sectio..s 
where no doctors reside, The district 
nurses are calied wpon to perform 
their duties under the most trying cir- 
cumstances and often in the face ct 
tremendous difficulties and occasion- 
ally at riek of life itself. In this way 
the work performed by theses nurrs 
hag been nothing short of .eroic, 
Though not so romantically inter- 
esting ag the work of the district 
nurses, the work of the public health 
nurses is equally as important, and ‘n 
many respecte, mor so, for upon the 
shoulders of these nurses falls the task 
of carrying on, unceasingly, the heath 
propaganda in the settled communi- 
ties, the education o. the people fi 
healthy habits of life, the instruction 
of mothers in the care of children, the 
inspection of pupils in the schools, the 
examination of the younger children 
{n clinics, and the conducting of !ec- 
tures and demonstrations from time to 
time at the various points in their dis- 


tricts, 
What the Nurses Do 

Something of the work of these nur- 
ses is told in reports recently prepared 
by the nurses’ branch of the health 
depart ‘ent. 

The } ‘alth inspection of the schools 
In the various districts a’one lias been 
a big undertaking. This has been 
carried on during the past year by 
11 nurses who have covered a large 
portion of the province with the use ot 
aecar. The number of schoolchildren 
inspeted throughout the province las: 
year was 10,483. 

Child welfare work has been carried 
to an even greater extent by these 
nurses. In addition to the clinical 


work done by the nurses in the vari-| 


cus districts two child welfare clinics 
were established permanently during 
the summer of 1920, one at Edmon- 
ton and » other at Medicine Hat.

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Exit The Sheep Ranch? 


On motion of the Minister of 
Agriculture the law has been 
tightened up as regards the graz- 
ing of sheep on open range in the 
Previnee. In effect the amend- 
ment gives the Minister power to 
establish a ‘‘closed area’’ where- 
ever he may see fit, within which 
the herding of sheep is forbidden. 
Presumably there is no intention 
to try to prevent the owner of 
land ramning sheep on it, or rent- 


ing it for such purpose, provided | 


he puts a fence around it. The 


unfenced land in large areas in! 


the Prevince is owned mainly by 
the Deminion Government, the 
Cc. P. W., and the Hudson's Bay 
Compamay. Whether the Provin- 
cial Leggislature can prevent these 
parties renting unfenced areas for 
sheep gerazing is a question of 
somewhat large dimensions, which 
the courts may have to decide ul- 
timately».

Freight Rates. 
The Railway Commission is still 
hearing evidence and arguments 


from freight traffic manugers and | 


lawyers as to why the freight 


rates sh ould and should not be re-: 


duced. It has been doing so for 
years, and is apparently likely to 
be kept on the job indefinitely. 
There #s in fact just a suspicion 
that the board is being ‘‘stalled.”’ 
While +t is listening to argument 
it is not issuing orders, and the 
longer and more involved the ar- 
gument the less likely that it will 
get a chance to look beyond the 
court room to the conditions in 
the market place. If they are not 
doing #t already, it would pay the 
railways to hire special staffs of 
mathematical jugglers to prepare 
statistics and schedules with whieh 
to keep the commission buried, if 
by so doing they could prevent it 
taking action to cut down the cost 
of transportation. 

It is impossible, of course, for 
laymen to afford the time neces- 
sary to become amateur experts in 
railway freight rates. 
have to rely upon the Commis- 
sioners ‘being able and willing to 
sort owt the mass of facts put he- 
fore them and discover therein 
reasons why it would be possible 
to eut rates without running the 
railways.
